The present municipal street lighting 
plant has about 185 lights in service. The 
city appropriated $10,000 to maintain it 
last year, and this does not represent the 
total cost of municipal ownership, because 
the water department and other depart­ 
ments have admittedly done work for the 
light department without pay, the cost be­ 
ing borne by these other departments. 
Nor is the annual depreciation, amount­ 
ing to several thousand dollars, included. 
This brings the real cost of operating 185 
street lamps up to well over $12,000 a 
year.

Is 
it reasonable to suppose that the proposed 
muncipal plant can supply four times as 
many lights as the present plant is sup­ 
plying, and have it cost no more?

of a different type from those proposed, 
and that the present lights consume more 
current than the ones that the company 
proposes to install. But go out W est State 
street and look at the lamps at the corners 
of State and Park and State and Pine. 
T hese are the lamps 
800ofthem 
which 
w e will install and operate all night for 
$12,000 a year if the bond issue is de­ 
feated. Compare their CANDLE POW ER 
with the actual CANDLE POWER of the 
arcs now supplied by the city plant.
